AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER FIVE (5) OF " IIE GENERAL

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Secrion 1. Section twenty-six (25) of said ach, as
amended by chapter twenty-six (26) of the General Laws of
one thousand eight hundred ond seventy-six (1876), is hereby
amended 50 as to read as follows :

See. 26.  Every overseer of highways shall deliver to the pugging te
town clerk of his town, on or hetore the first (lst) day of road taxlist.
October in each year, the list furnished by the supervisors,
containing the land and persenal property road tax, with his
certificate thereon, that all taxesin said list, opposite which
the word ““paid ” is not written, are due and unpaid, accord-
ing to the best of his knowledge and belief,

BEC. 2. Section twenty-eight (28) of said act, as amended
by chapter five (3) of the General Luws of one thousand
eight hundred and seventy-six (1576), i3 hereby amended so
as to read as follows : .

See. 24, The town clerk of each of the several towns qo o erkto
shall receive the lists returned by the overseers of highways, muke lia ot
pnrsuans bo seetion twenty-six (26), and keep the same on felipauent
file in his office, and shall make cut and deliver to the auditor wanty puditor
of the courty, on or before the first (1st) day of November
in each vear, a list coniaining a deseription of each tract or
parcel of land, on which the tux is delinguent, together with

. the name of the owner, if known, and if unknown, so state, "
and the anwount of -tux dne and remaining unpaid on each,
and contaimng all of the unpatd road taxes levied upon per-
sonul property, according to the lists on file in his dftice, and
shall mnake his certificate thereon to the effect that the sane
is a correet list of delingnent road taxes for the vear therein
stated, as appears from the several lists returned by the over- o000
seers of highways, and on file in his office; and it iy hereby on tax hist of
made the duty of the county auditor to extend such unpaid taxes “rront year.
upon the tax list of the current year, to be coilected in the same
manner as other taxes. Such road tax, when collected, shall
be ‘paid to the town treasurer of the proper town, upon the
certificate of the auditor of the county, and shall be applied,
by the supervisors of the town, in the construction or repair
ot roads and hridges, to he paid by the town treasurer upon
the order of the supervisors. ‘ '
